‘| Decries Over-Capitalization 


Another speaker on the same 
topic was Mr. Simon A. Baldus. 
“This depression,” he stated, “be- 
gan April 1, 1901, 32 years ago 
when the United States Steel cor- 
poration was organized. The prin- 
siple of over-capitalizing industries 
was then put into effect. Over a 
billion dollars of watered stock 
was sold to the public at a great 
profit to the principals and pro- 
moters. 


“All corporations have since fol- 


sult that tens of billions of worth- 
less securities have been issued 
and unloaded on the public. My 
estimate is that of the supposed 
360 billions of our national wealth, 
160 billions is sheer inflation. In 
order to pay themselves dividends 
on this inflation it was necessary 
to do two things—first, raise prices 
of living commodities and secondly, 
pay labor an inadequate: wage. 
“Here you have the reason why 
all of a sudden the economic and 
financial machine went to pieces. 
Here you have the explanation why 


commodities they provided. 
tal collects at least five per cent on 
the 160 billions of inflation. That 
means that capital extorts eight 
billion dollars a year through the 
medium of unreasonably high liv- 
ing costs, chiefly from those who 
will work for a wage or moderate 
salary. 


of the world: From 1896 to 1920 
the cost of living commodities has 
been increased around 300 per cent. 
The lower present prices of com- 
modities is admittedly temporary. 
Every remedy proposed thus far ts 
based on the idea of raising the 
price. In other words we haven't 
learned a thing. We are preparing 
right now to repeat every mistake 
we've made in the last 32 years.

AVE you ever tried to visualize 
the scene depicted in the gos- 
pel of the Feast of the Annuncia- 


tion which occurs on Saturday of 


this week? 

The beautiful but retired daugh- 
ter of Joachim and Ann, while 
kneeling in prayer, was visited by 
an archangel from Heaven. This 
dignified messenger came to honor 
Mary in the name of God Himself. 
The Evangelist expressedly states 
that the Angel Gabriel was sent 
from God. 

Mary received several surprises: 
(1) she was notified that she had 
been immaculately conceived, that 
she was “full of grace”; (2) the 
call to the highest possible voca- 
tion, that of motherhood of the In- 
carnate God, by which she would 
be “blessed among women.”’ 

Mary had already been a re- 
ligious as we understand members 
of religious communities today, al- 
though her life had been that of a 
recluse. She lived in poverty and 
was happy in it; she had vowed 
virginity and reminded the angel 
of this vow; her perfect obedience 
is shown in -her answer to the 
angel, “Behold the handmaid of 
the Lord; be it done unto me ac- 
cording to Thy word.” Almighty 
God was not forcing Mary to fol- 
low the vocation to which He had 
called her, and she gave her con- 
sent only when it was clear to her 
that it was God’s will and that her 
vow of virginity. would not suffer. 

Mary’s religious life was not of 
the active, aggressive kind to 
which you are called. Hers was 
the contemplative life. Daily and 
hourly she was with her Jesus, 
waited on Him and endured many 
hardships on His account.

That ended the interview. The 

pastor had called to ask the boy’s

EFORE the dawn of neo-pagan-

may control human life completely 
—an idea rapidly developing with 
those who regard Christian civiliza- 
tion as a mere past phase in human 
progress, and now a nuisance 
‘Were this, conceivably, to be actu- 
alized; were human life to centre 
in the State and not in the family 
—for it would mean that—then 
home-life, as we know it, would go; 
and with it would vanish the whole 
of that happiness associated by vast 
millions with that magic word— 
Home. 

That sanctuary of human love, 
that harbour from the world, that 
haven of tender memories would be 
no more, 


In Russia, where the Bolshevik 
State has already determined that 
human life should centre in itself, 
the home, if legislation can force 
it, will ultimately disappear; 
though her silenced millions, if ar- 
ticulate, would with one voice ac 
claim the home! 

A World Without Privacy 


May I make one or two points 
clear? The State is made for man. 
Not man for the State—a modern 
subversion of all that is sacred in 
human life, an inhumane doctrine 
placing the family at the mercy of 
the State, and within its control. 
Aldous Huxley’s recent satire, 
“Brave, new world,” may be un- 
pleasing, but it provides a glimpse 
of a State-owned world, of State- 
owned children, a world without 
family and home—a world emptied 
of its own unique happiness. 

The home stands for privacy in 
human life. 

A world without homes would be

by the year 1717 the name 
“mason” had become meaning- 
less. Many members of the 
English nobility belonged to 
such “guilds”; honorary mem- 
bership being the rule rather 
than the exception. | 

In the year 1717 there were 
three or four such societies in 
London, calling themselves 
“freemasons,’ who occasion- 
ally assembled at various tav- 
erns for convivial purposes. 
None of the members actually 
worked at the trade of a stone- 
mason, and at their meetings 
the time was usually spent in 
drinking. Hogarth, the cele- 
brated English artist, in his 
painting “Night” gives a true 
picture of those times. He 
shows three “freemasons,” in 
a state of evident intoxication, 
reeling down the street on 
their way home from “lodge.”’ 

During the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1717, some of the men- 
tioned societies assembled at 
the Apple Tree Tavern in 
Charles Street, Covent Gar- 
den, London, and organized 
the first lodge of what is today 
called Freemasonry. The next 
meeting was on June 24, 1717, 
at the Goose and Gridiron 
Tavern in St. Paul’s Church- 
yard, London. At that time 
the premier Grand Lodge of 
England was organized: this 
body is universally acknowl- 
edged to be the “mother 
lodge” of all other Masonic 
bodies throughout the world. 
In this work of organizing and 
preparing a ritual, the “breth- 
ren” were guided by Drs. De- 
saugliers and Anderson who 
may be regarded as the true 
founders of the order. 


The non-Catholic acquain- 
tance, who alleges that the 
Pope and the Cardinals were 
at one time Freemasons, tells 
me that his authority is “the 
encyclopedia.” 

You would do well to chal- 
lenge his “authority” and call 
upon him to cite the proof. 
What encyclopedia? It is just 
possible that your acquain- 
tance is deceived by names. 
There is a degree of Freema- 
sonry that is called “Knights 
Templars,” but this degree has 
no historical connection what- 
soever with the old order of 
“Knights Templars” which was 
dissolved by Apostolic Decree 
of Pope Clement V. on March

MIND YOUR OWN BUSINESS 


It is quite common for subjects 
to tell their superiors to “mind 
your own business”, not realizing 
that these are minding their own 
business when they, prompted by 
the responsibility which is imposed 
on them by Almighty God, seek to 
correct wrongdoing in. their 
charges.

SCHOOL CONVERTS FAMILY 

An interesting story of how dis- 
satisfaction with the public schools 
in Indianapolis, Ind., led to the 
conversion of an entire family to 
the Catholic Church has _ been 
brought to our attention. Mr. and 
Mrs. Guy McCoy became dissatis- 
fied with the tion their son 
was receiving at the public school, 
so transferred him to the Cathe- 
dral grade school. The boy soon 
became interested in Catholicism, 
and his zeal attracted his sister, 
Frances, who joined him in his 
visits to the church. Eighteen 


months ago the two children were 


baptized and last summer the par- 
ents followed their children into 
the Church. The story was reveal- 
ed recently when Frances entered 
the novitiate of the Sisters of the 
Holy Cross at Notre Dame to pre- 
pare for the Sisterhood. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND CRIME 

The public schools of New York 
were recently- cited as one of the 
eauses of the wave of juvenile 
crime which is sweeping the state. 
Supt. Calvin Derrick of the New 
Jersey Home for Boys stated that 
“the blame (for this unprecedented 
crime wave among our youths) 
lies largely with our public schools 
as they are now conducted.” He 
urged the development of the mind 


more broadly within its limita-. 


tions and condemned the forcing of 
children beyond their natural cap- 
acities for learning. The point 
which should have been stressed is 
the utter lack of religious instruc- 
tion which is so noticeable in our 
public institutions. 


CRIME IN ITALY 

In this connection we might well 
cite the case of Italy where religi- 
ous instruction is insisted upon in 
all schools. Today the Italian 
prisons are virtually empty, and 
Mussolini has found that the solu- 
tion of the crime problem. lies in 
education. “The Fascist idea,” he 
said recently, “is to-educate chil- 
dren with respect to their obliga- 
tions to the law. Education pre- 
pares a child physically and men- 
tally for the place he is to oceupy 
in the life of the nation. By order- 
ly and systematic direction of the 
expanding powers of youth, we are 
eliminating the juvenile delinquent 
— the forerunner of the crimi- 
nal,’ 


BENEFITS OF RELIGION 

It is not fair, of course, to place 
the blame for the whole crime 
problem on the public schools. It 
is well, however, to point out the 
fact that children who go to the 
public school miss something that 
children who go to the parochial 
school get—religious instruction 
which inculeates in our youth a 
greater respect for the laws of 
both the Church and the State. A 
survey made some time ago among 
the Catholic inmates of Sing Sing 
Prison bears out the truth of this 
statement. In this ‘survey it was 
disclosed that the ratio of Cath- 
olic men in Sing Sing who attend- 
ed parochial schools to the Catholic 
men who attended public schools 
is one to eight, surely an excellent 
tribute to the schools in which re- 
ligion is not ignored.

Vapors Gray 
wise! 


Several of the readers of the 
Woman’s Page have taken umbrage 
because we have not attempted to 
cut down all the grapevines nor ex- 
pressed a desire that they be 
blighted by some sort of an insect 
plague; a couple of others are 
chagrined over our failure to falac- 
iously assert that ‘it is a grievous 
matter for a girl to smoke a cigar- 
ette. 

It is our earnest desire to please 
all (though we know it is not hu- 
manly possible to do so); also, it 
is our daily prayer that we may 
not only never scandalize but that 
we may be a positive assistance to 
our neighbor, and do our feeble bit 
to honor God. 

But to state that the temperate 
use of wine or other intoxicants is 
wrong would be to offend against a 
moral fact. The Catholic Church 
urges temperance and states with 
the emphasis of authority that if it 
be known that liquor leads one to 
inebriety, such should be avoided 
strictly, and total abstinence prac- 
tised. For those who have the will 
power to use a legitimate beverage 
temperately, there can be no moral 
wrong attributable to the innocent 
enjoyment. 

The writer is a total abstainer. 
But intemperate zeal is not reason- 
ed religion. Some of our corres- 
pondents are perturbed over an ans- 
wer to a distressed daughter, be- 
cause of the intemperance of her 
father, in which a comment was 
made that prohibition had harmed 
our country. In reply, would refer 
such to the report of the Wicker- 
sham Committee, which is now of 
public record! 

It is inadvisable for girls or wo- 
men to drink in a mixed crowd, par- 
ticularly to take whiskey. To do so 
is bad taste and also extremely 
dangerous. Girls who value their 
virtue have enough prudence to ab- 
stain. . Liquor “is stimulating. Let 
them take just a little too much 
and their reserve is shattered. The 
extent of damage depends not only 
on the degree of the excessive in- 
dulgence but also on individual sus- 
ceptibility. 

Girls should be taught that 
“liquor” has deprived many a 
maiden of her good reputation at 
the same time that it weakened 
her will and left her a sad victim to 
her own and her neighbor’s im- 
pulses—the neighbor being her 
escort. 

Beware girls! Have a care for 
your virtue. Also remember that a 
refusal to drink will lift you in the 
esteem of any man worthy of your 
confidence and friendship. 

As to the cigarette: Your daugh- 
ters will be better served by ad- 
vising them reasonably regarding 
this matter, which means to refrain 
from radical criticism where a gir! 
has reached eighteen or twenty. 
Girls under twenty-five or even 
women thirty would be better off 
if they did not smoke; and the old- 
er women are not improved by the 
habit. But let’s not tell them it is 
a sin to smoke, for it is not. This

Girls, if you do smoke, why not 
give it up during Lent—a sacrifice 
for our Lord? Do it voluntarily, 
because you love God and want to 
surrender a creature comfort to 
prove it! 

Parents should encourage their 
sons and daughters in the practice 
of virtue, even to the heroic degree.

“Countless programs of better- 
ment,”” said Mr, Lynch, “are pro- 
posed by eiements of capital, of la- 
bor and of government, varying. in 
degree from arbitrary domination 
and radical] control to programs 
proposed by elements of each that 
are the result of earnest effort on 
the part of men who honestly de- 
sire to harmonize human justice 
and economic progress for the ben- 
efit of all. But nowhere is to be 
found a code of ethics or an exposi- 
tion of the principles of social, en- 
tirely devoid of bias for capital or 
bias for labor, that is so applicable 
to the conditions of the present day 
and that is so fundamental for the 
basis of any detailed program as 
in the Encyclical of Pope Pius 
XI, entitled ‘Forty Years After,’ 
‘Reconstructing the Social Order.’ 
Reiterating and supplementing the 
Encyclical of Pope Leo XIII on 
‘The Condition of Labor’ the En- 
cyclical sets forth the relations of 
Capital, Labor, Government and all 
phases of human economics in such 
clear, comprehensive and convinc- 
ing manner that no right thinking 
person, regardless of his religious 
or economic affiliation, can fail to 
be impressed by its order, enlight- 
ened by its clear distinction of the 
divisions of society and inspired by 
its ideal of social justice.”

“Leo XIII and Pius XI on Hours 
and Wages,” was the topic of 
Father Fogarty of Notre Dame.

Industry 
today is an uncontrolled, unplan- 
ned, unguided system, based on 
private initiative, private owner- 
ship and free competition, if the 
present competition can truly be 
called free.”

Millions 
upon millions of our people are 
dependent upon a scale of relief 
which implies ‘slow starvation.’ I 
use this phrase deliberately for an 
allowance of four to five dollars 
per week per family month after 
month should be so characterized. 
This condition is a blot on the fair 
name of America, a disgrace to the 
American people. Millions of Ame- 
ricans spend their days in mental 
anguish; lie down despondent at 
night and arise but to face another 
day of worry, monotony and blast- 
ed hopes. Such has been their life 
day after day, night after night, 
for two years and more. Which of 
us would want to change places 
with them? Hundreds of thou- 
sands of the unemployed have been 
so injured in their souls and char- 
acters that they will never again 
be useful citizens. A quarter of a 
million boys are roaming the coun- 
try qualifying themselves for en- 
rollment 
tramps and vagrants. Mortgages 
have been foreclosed on one-tenth 
of our farms and thousands upon 
thousands of city dwellers have 
lost their homes. Other thousands 
will never recover the loans which 
were essential to decent living in 
the present or adequate protection 
in the future.” 

According to a recent survey, 
seven million children are deprived 
of the minimum essentials of edu- 
eation. Hundreds of our colleges 
are in danger of complete suspen- 
sion, or of a great curtailment of 
activities. If the depression con- 
tinues for another year the short- 
age of priests and nuns which has 
characterized the United States 
from the beginning will be con- 
verted into a surplus. 

“Will the depression ever end? 
The answer to this question is No. 
—-unless something drastic and fun- 
damental! is done by the govern- 
ment of the United States. Will 
the federal government take the 
necessary action? The answer and 
the decision depend upon one man, 
His name is Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
We should all earnestly pray God 
to give him the courage that he will 
sorely need in the stupendous task 
of leading the American people out 
of this valley of misery indecision 
and despondency. 

Noted Economist Heard 


Dr. J. E. Hagerty, of Ohio State 
University, Columbus, O., gave an 
able address on “Reconstructing the 
Social Order,” his speech being 
changed from Tuesday night, The 
nationally-known educator was 
called upon several times from the 
floor to answer queries and took 
an active part in deliberations on 
Tuesday, 

In his admirable treatise Dr. 
Hagerty easily held the attention 
of his many auditors. “The Ency- 
clical of Pope Pius XI,” he said, “is 
receiving the attention of the en- 
tire world as nothing else has com- 
manded it since the issuance of 
Pope Leo’s Encyclical over 40 years 
ago.

lish crowd on the social question, 
and am morally certain that ninety 
per cent. in every class of English 
life still believe in that social order 
of which the home is the centre, 
the pivot, and’ the mainspring. I 
am equally certain that the home 
is in danger; that the poison in- 
fecting the ten -per..cent. will 
spread, unless checked; that, with 
the loosening of the marriage-bond 
outside the Catholic Church, the in- 
crease of free-love and “birth-con- 
trol,” and the decrease of the 
birth-rate and the family, and the 
‘weakening of home-life, England is 
becoming fertile ground for the 
propagandists of the new order— 
the de-Christianized order, from 
which the home is to be banished, 
by the absorption of the family in- 
to the State. 

I say “de-Christianized” deliber- 
ately. 

Many fail to realize that the 
home, as we know it, is part and 
parcel, as well as the product, of 
the Christian order. And the Chris- 
tian order is England’s order social- 
ly and the European order; and 
European civilization. And the 
whole of European civilization has 
been built upon the home. Not on 
the State, but on that for which 
the State exists—to defend, not to 
destroy. 

Destroy the home and you de- 
stroy with it the whole structure 
of European civilization. Which is 
precisely what the Bolshevik wants. 
Catholics, it is war now between 
the Catholic Church and the world 
for the Christian home.

the hearts of mothers who want 
their sons to “step out’’. 


Under the heading “Goofy Par- 
ents”, the Bulletin had this to say 
on May 19, 1926: 


my boy is different.” When the edu- 
cator hears these words from the 
lips of a “goofy” mother, he stops 
his search for the causes of the 
son’s mental or moral breakdown, 
whatever the case may be. No one 
knows better than the experienced 
educator or the priest that all boys 
are “different”, and no one knows 
better that fundamentally they are 
all the same. But when he hears a 
doting mamma declare that her 
son’s high-strung nature has 
exempted him from the universal 
law of obedience, he understands. . . 

The Fourth Commandment is be- 
coming obsolete because silly par- 
ents do not enforce it. When the 
family rosary was universal in 
Catholic homes, children knew the 
duties of obedience, respect, defer- 
ence to their elders, honor, and de- 
cency. With the Americanization 
of the immigrant, simple faith, our 
only truly precious heritage from 
our European ancestors, has been 
badly strained. American-plan 
children have a harder time saving 
their souls than did their hand-me- 
down grandparents. 

The following classes of parents 
may expect to be disgraced by their 
children: 

1. Those who know more than 
priest or pope; 

2. Those who try to “keep up 
with the Joneses’”’; 

3. Those who lie for their chil- 
dren;. 

4. Those who can’t stop making 
money long enough to make a 
home; 

5. Those who can’t say “No” to 
their children; 

6. Those who refuse to believe 
that their children are human.
